diſcerathe Face of Fallacies, in the Glaſſe of 
his own Woes, and.that we. are heedlong 
running to Confuſion. In the abundance 
therefore of-our-zcal and Cordiall Love to- 
wards the reſt of You our Fellow-ſufferers,. 
and Sould:iers in the Army, We have thoughr 
very fir to acquaint you, as well with what we 
have Diſcovered, and Colleted from the 
Adtings of eur Superiours, as our reſolutions 
to Itt looſe the Raines of our Power and Li- 
bertie, Por it is not a Time for our Superi- 
ours to: ſtrive who (hall be Greateſt, and per- 
petuate themſelves a Multitude- of Princes, 
Feeding uponthe Ruines of the People, and. 
| Fat of the Nation, when We, our Families, 
'ives, and- Children, and. all. that. is neare 
and deare unto us, may beg. ſtarve, and.pe- 
riſh: Therefore as lout Souldiers, whet and. 
rowſe up your Spirits, Let us nor any longer 
with great Words be overawed, like Doggs. 
-with a Cudgell. 
It is well known that we are all very much 
in Arreare of Pay, And-that the Monethly 
Taxes have been paid before-hand, with the 
the Exciſc in all the Counties, Cuſtomes, De: 
linquents Eſtates, befides many other Ad- 
vantages, whereby farre greater ſumms _ 
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been rayſed, then would fatisfie all our Ars 
rears, through want whereof, our Wives 2nd 
Children have been ſo much deſtitute of Bread: 
and Drinke, that we have been forced to ſell 
and pawn what we had for Bread to ſatisfie 
their. hungery ſtomacks;; yer no care or-pro- 
viſion is made for ourpayment by our preſent 
Maſters, who-will ſtill exa&t Taxes, though 
they diſtract Trading , and make many 
thouſand Beggers, as well in-the City, as 
Countrey ; nor care they how deſpicable,. or 
to what extremities they expoſe us, ſo they 
make themſelves great. 

In the time of Over Tate ProteRor, there 
was conſtantly ſome reaſonable time taken for 
payment of us : And doe but conſider how 
carefull was Richard the ProteRor, for paying 
offall our Arreares to which purpoſe he was 
very carneſt with the late Parliament, and they 
thereunto with him did Comply, fo that we 
are truely ſenfible to-have-been paid off 
cleare, before this time, if- they had been ſuffe- - 
red to fir, for which we now- repent at our 
own weakneſſe, in ſuffering the Difſolution 
thereof, by a few-Ambitious ſclf-ended per- 
ſons, who dayly ſtudie new Formes of 
Government thereby to Advance them-

That ſo. ſoon as the Lord Henry Cromwell, 
ſhall appear with an Army in England, We are, 
and ſhall be generally reſolved to joyn with 
Him, for Re-cſtabliſhing Richard, Lord Pro- 
teor, in which Reſolution we hope you will 
beas free to joyn with us as the Citic; And 
chiefly it being the onely way for all our Ad- 
vancements, and Preſervations of our ſclves 
and you, yours, and your Wives and Children 
from the intended Deſtrutions.
